. The three assassinations of Armenians by 
Armenians that have ocourred within the Jast 
few days in London will open the eyes of the 
ignorant sentimentalists. at home as to what 
manner of people many of the Saltan’s sub. 
jeots really are. The Servian tragedy and the 
Salonioa outreges will act as reminders to show 
that the task of the Turkish Government is 
not quite so simple asit looks, Theee recent 
tragedies in the streets of London are quite a» 
strikingly illustrative of some .of the forces 
behind those questions of ‘oppressed nation- 
ality” ‘which have puryeyed so much food 
for Englivh sentiment. It has been the custom 
to regard the Turk and his Obristian sub- 
jects in the relations of the wolf and the 
lamb. Some of the “lambs” in the Balkans 
and elsewhere must be of the species for 
which Nottingham was formerly celebrated. 
The, slaughter ofM, Sagouni and the triple 
tragedy announced yesterdsy reveal the most 
violent section of the Armenian revolution- 
aries as a-vindictive fsction wi-bout ecruple 
or mercy, using assassivation as a delibe- 
rate means of ex'irpating the creed of a more 
temperate nationalist fervour. Toe outrages 
are fine exomples of the reapeot and grati- 
tude of the nondesoript alien towards the 
country which sfforda him the eurest and 
most complscent hospitality. 

This morning's telegram states that the 
motive of the murdecs are obseure, and that 
they are “ apparently the ou'come ofa feud 
between rival revolutionary scoieties, advocat- 
ing sctive and passive methods respectively.”

A DESERT FEUD.

A COASTQUARD TRAGEDY. 


Up to date four Bedouins have been arrested 
ic connection with the recent fatal effeay with 
the ooastguarde, which took place at Bir-el- 
Buani, in the Libyan desert, about 100 miles 
to the west of Alexandria. 

Oa Ootober 27 @ coastguard patrol, con- 
sistit g of offe Egyptian officer, four Sudanese, 
and one guide, met @ party of Bedovins with 
sixteen camels olose to Bir-e!-Suani. The 
camels had their saddles on but were not 
carrying anything. As the men were well- 
known emugglere, the officer in charge of the 
patrol thought that they might shave hashish 
hidden sumewhere—He sovordingly ordered 
the Bedouins to stop in order that he should 
examine their sacks. All then went to the 
well, where there were about fifty other 
Bedouins watering their herds. While the 
ooastguardsmen were engaged in watering the 
camels six of ths smugglers took away the 
oarbines from the ocoastguards’.camels aud at 
onoe opened fize on the c astguards. 

The patro!, althongh quite taken by sur- 
prise and unermed, bravely rushed at the 
Bsdouins, but they were shot down, before 
they could reach them. A corporal was wound. 
ed iu two places and a private was killed, An- 
other private was grezed by a bullet, and he 
and the oorporal were oruelly bashed about 
the head by the Bedouins with the batt ends 
of the rifles as they lay prone and powerless. 
The Bedouins then-made off with the oarbises 
and the coastguards’ camels, 

All the coastguard stations on the coast 
were at onos notified of the outrage, and 
patrols were forthwith despatched to socur the 
devert. They succeeded in arresting four of 
the guilty men on the 29.h Ostober in the 
Mariout district. Five of the eight oimels 
and five of the six carbines taken have been 
recovered. ; 

‘An enquiry is now proceeding at Marsa 
Matroub, and the prisoners are expected to 
arrive at Alexandria for trial in about two 
days’ time by the oruiser Zareey. . 


DISABILITIES OF BRITISH TRADE 
_____IN. TURKEY.

risk of loss of life to the orewe. 

Beoondly :--To the neoessity of a reduction 
of the sanitary dues, the present scale of 
which is warranted neither by the enormous 
sum already heldyfn reserve by the sanitary 
administration :fér by the annual revenue com. 
pared with the disbursements. 

Thirdly :—To the neoessity of a reduction 
on the present soale of dues of the Life Saving 
Service on ships trading irregularly in-the, 
Bleck Ses, the disorimination sgainst such 
ships and in favour of regalar liners, which 
are all non-British, being tvo great. 

Fourthly :—To the necessity of a more yi- 
gorous official proteotion and promotidn of 
the interests of British men of enterprise in 
this country. 

(N.B.—The unanimous opinion of the meeting 
is that a more vigorous official protection would 
undoubtedly result in the removal of the opinion 
which prevails generally in England that British 
subjects need not apply for railway, mining or 
other concessions in Turkey, because justice will 
not be done to them, the necessary result of which 
prevailing opinion being that British capitalists, 
sooner than seek for concessions in their own 
names, invest their money in concessions 6btained 
by foreign competitors, whose chief object is to 
serve the tradingand shipping interests of their 
own countries to the serious detriment of those of 
Great Britain). 

Fifthly :—To the necessity of transform. 
ing the commeroial attachéship at H. M.’s 
Embassy into a post which shall bring the 
ocoupant into more constant and direot rela. 
tions with the British commercial communi- 
ties of the Levant generally. 

(N.B,—Tho unanimons opinion of the meeting 
further is that to the post of commercial attaché 
should be attached increased responsibilities and 
powers for the more effective promotion of the 
interests of British trade, shipping and enterprise, in 
accordance with the well-considered intentions of 
the commercial communities which for many years 
worked to induce H.M.'s Government. to create the 
post),

SALT AND SODA COMPANY. 


A native gewspaper has received news from 
the neighbourhood of Khatatbeh to the effect 
that the Bedouins of the Wsdy-Natroun are in a 
state of extreme irritation beoause their sheikh 
had been invited to wppear before the local 
board of the Salt and Suda Company, when 
he was told that the oompany intended 
imposing a tax on the oattle herds of those 
Bedouins that live on the oasis of the Wady. 

As the Bedouine «fi that part of the desert 
have uo money but only a small quantity of 
miserable, half-atarved sheep which live on 
the mesgre grounds of the Wady, the com. 
pany are asking for the tex to be paid at the 
rate of one head of cattle for each ten, yiz_,ten 
per cent. Naturally enough, the hardy sons of 
the desert stoutly refase to pay. Sheikh M:. 
brouk, chief of the Bedouins, belonging to the 
tribe of the Kawabes, who is a man of 
energy and common sense, d.clared that Mr. 
Hooker wou'd not extract one milli#me from 
the B.d.uins. Seeing that the Sheikh was 
determined, the general maneger informed’ 
him that if the Bedouins refused to pay of their 
own accord, the Egyptian Government would 


THE HAMILTON FAILURE. 


The Official Receiver, M. Paul Oaloyanni, 
has lodged\in the Mixed Tribunal, Osiro, a 
preliminary report in this liquidation, counter- 
signed by the two oo-syndios nominated by 
the creditors.

COTTON TRADE WAKE U 


A Lanoashire authority writes :— 

At the present moment, in England, the 
fi oa! question attrects, as it should, almost 
general at’: ‘iow. Mesnwhile ‘here is at the 
door of every Lanosshire induot.y a question 
demanding an answer, and that promptly. The 
question is What are you going to do about 
cotton supply ? The experience of the past five 
months has surely been one not likely soon to 
be forgotten, either by manufacturers, spin- 
ners, the operatives, or any other body of 
workers connected direotly or indireotly with 
the import, and working through to olotb, of 
raw cotton imported from America. After all 
the loyal combination of our spinners to 
reduce consumption, and its consequent loss 
to miilowners and eharecholders, and severe 
suffering to those thrown out of employment, 

e find that active operations only begin 
again at the third week in Ootober, or seven 
weeks after the new Amerioan orvp is sappos- 
ed to come to the market. The cause for this 
delay was simply the absence of the necessary 
artiole, The crop in Amerioa this year is from 
two to four weeks late, and so supplies were 
delayed, until the warehouses in Liverpool 
and Mafithester were practically empty. 

At last, however, we are receiving sufficient 
to warrant the mills, or most of them, resum- 
ing full work, and doubtless the weaving 
sheds, eo long bereft of their eupport, will 
quickly open to reosive the yarn so eagerly 
waited for, and the whole industry may once 
more be again going with a full swing. But 
wise men are not content with the immediate, 
aud it is cartainly not like Lancashire to be 
so, but they look forward, and it must oer- 
tainly be the outlook which creates 80 many 
anxious men on the Manchester Exchange to- 
day. Almost every part cf the “body com- 
mercial” is affeoted by the condition of the 
cotton industry in Lancashire and its vicinity; 
every trade has felt the eff-ot of the late semi- 
paralysis of the business in cotton working, 
and it is little wonder if grave contemplation 
is now being given to the question of cotton 
aupply. Whatever the new Amerioan orop 
may bein extent, it ie, humanly speaking, 
safe tossy it will not b+ more than enffi 


cient to replevish exhausted stocks, aud 
yield all to the world’s demands uotil an- 
other season brings ite successor. It will

HOME AND FOREIGN, 


RUSSIA AND ARMENIA. 


The attempted assassination of Prince 
Galitzin seems to be olearly traceable to his 
having p!ayed a leading part in endeavouring 
to Russianiee the portion of Armenia taken 
over from the more tolerant Turk. When this 
enforced tranrfer occurred the inhabitants of 
the severed territory naturally assumed that 
their philanthropio liberator would sorupu- 
lously respect their institutions. That expeo- 
tation was doomed to swift diseppointment. 
Almost from the first, the St. Petersburg 
(rovernment started that process of Russifica- 
tion which has systematically marked its 
policy throughout Asis, and the unhappy 
Armenians disoovered, to their dismay, that 
they bad exchanged King Log for King Stork. 
But being a very submissive people, they 
sought to make the best of their situation, still 
hoping that their new taskmasters would show 
some consideration for Armenian susceptibili- 
ties. But when, in 1898, Prince Galitzin asked 
for the Tsar’s permission to appropriate the 
property of the Armenian Churob, on the 
pretenoe that it was being used for a revolu- 
tionary propsganda, even the most hopeful 
beosme oonvinoed that nothing was to be 
expeoted from Russian olemenoy. It remained, 
howeyer,.fur M. Pichve to olinoh that oon. 
viotion by proceeding to oarry out the pro. 
posed confisoation in a root-and-branoh man- 
ner. Some f.ur months ego, he prooured the 
issue of an [mperial deoree placing the entire 
income of the Armenian Ohuroh under direot 
Russian oontrol, and the looal offioiale lost no 
time in giving effeot to this order. OF course, 
it is quite possible that the savage attempt to 
murder the Governor-Goueral may be attri- 
butable to some other oause than fury at the 
spolistion of their venerated Ohuroh. Be that 
as it may, those wealthy Armenians resident 
abroad who are never tired of denouncing the 
Tuck had better reserve some of their wrath.

MONTENEGRO'S ATTITUDE. 


The fsot that Montenegro has remained so 
quiet all thrcugh the Meerdorian distui banoe 
has brcught the little Pripoipali'y a great 
deal of credit, aud at,the ssme time has 
aroused much ourigsily as to the reasons 
which have prompted such a curious: state 
of calm.
